SENIOR JUSTICE EXPLAINS 


- 


In making the Christmas appeal íor funds 
for the Court Poor Box, Mr. Hannan, 
Senior Justice, in the Dublin District Court 
yesterday said: ‘‘It is my duty this year to 
make the annual — on behalf of the Dis- 
trict Court Poor Box. 

“My appeal is for funds with which to 
alleviate some of the heavier human suffering 
which the process of the law disinters in 
these Courts, and to give to those worthy 
and having the serious will to accomplish it 
the means (very often an _ inconsiderable 
amount making all the difference) to recover 
their domestic ties and rehabilitate them- 
selves as citizens. 

“TI think that but few deserving cases 
can pasa through the Courts without having 
their ‘Poor Box’ aspect considered. Some- 
times when the evidence in the case does 
not disclose it the Guard who effected the 
prisoner’s arrest in his home will tell the 
Justice of what he has seen. At other 
times, perhaps while the case is being heard, 
the experienced eye of one of the Court Pro- 
bation Officers will have sought out, 
appraised and interviewed one or more un- 
mistakably anxious figures in the back of 
the Court. The objects of the Court Poor 
Box are, so far as the funds allow, to 
assuage already existing suffering, to lighten 
as far as possible the burden on innocent 
shoulders of others’ sins, to help the fallen 
as far as in them lies to recover what they 
can of what they have lost. 

“The District Court Poor Box is where it 
is needed at the time it is most reeded. 
The District Court Poor Box reaches cases 
not reached by other charitable organisations. 
I appeal to those who may hear or read what 
I have said not to keep their purses shut. It 
is said on behalf of those ‘in the dens and 
desolate places.’ Subscriptions may be sent 
to ‘The District Court Poor Box,’ Metro- 
politan District Courts, Dublin. Finally I 
appeal with confidence to the Press on this 
occasion again to give to the District Court 
Poor Box their customary generous publicity,”

MEETING OF STANDING 
COMMITTEE

HE stated monthly meeting of the 
TT Standing Committee of the Methodist 

Church in Ireland was held last Friday, 
in the Centena Church, St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin. e President of the Church, 
the Rev. H. M. Watson, M.A. presided. The 
Committee, by a standing vote, expressed its 
warm appreciation of the character and work 
of| the late Rev. William 8. Morris, and its 
sympathy with the bereaved circle. The 
minutes of the Northern Ireland Interim Com- 
mittee were presented by the Rev. J. N. 
Spence (Belfast) and approved. The Rev. 
John England, general secretary of the Home 
Mission Department, reported on the neces- 
sity of expenditure in connection with a 
number of manses, and the outlay proposed 
was approved in the following cases :— 
Dunkineely, Rathkeale, Magherafelt and 
Cootehill. In some of the cases grants to help 
to meet the outlay were sanctioned. On the 
recommendation of the officers of the Home 
Mission Fund grants were passed in order to 
increase the stipends of junior ministers and 
Evangelists on a number of circuits. 

The Rev. Frank Bennett, B.A. (Bangor), 
secretary of the Chapel Fund, reported on 
various matters in connection with the depart- 
ment, Expenditure on repairs to the follow- 
ing churches was sanctioned :—Maghera, 
Ballybay and Cortober. It was 
to sanction the transfer of the Cortober 
Church, Co. Monaghan, to the custody of the 
statutory Trustees. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


The Rev. W. H. Smyth, M.A., super- 
intendent of religious instruction in Northern

“ Financial Assistance” 


Great Britain has ‘‘ formally requested 
financial assistance from the United 
States.” As we write, no details are 
available, but the news is said to have 
come from “a high official source,” and 
is confirmed by Mr. Henry Morgenthau ; 
and the request “ could not be defined as 
an application for a loan.” Whatever 
may be meant, the event is significant, It 
implies—as, indeed, was implied in the 
late Lord Lothian’s indiscreet speech of a 
fortnight ago—that Great Britain is 
nearing the end of her holding of 
American securities, and must find some 
other means to finance her huge purchases 
of war materials from the United States. 
By the time when these words are read, 
some further explanation of an extremely 
vague message may have been - vouch- 
safed; but in the meanwhile we merely 
can conjecture. The underlying fact is 
that approximately a week ago Sir Ronald 
Phillips, a high official of the British 
Treasury, arrived in America; and no 
mystery was made of his mission, which 
was to lay the exact condition of Britain’s 
finances before the United States Govern- 
ment. America is anxious to lend Britain 
all the help in her power, and already 
has lent very effective help; but every 
aeroplane, every rifle, every shell that she 
has sent across the Atlantic have been paid

bility—that Great Britain has asked for, 
and expects to receive, the money as A 
gift, and this view gains support from the 
fact that yesterday Mrs. Roosevelt openly 
advocated ‘ outright cash gifts ’’ to Great 
Britain. 

We repeat that nothing more than 
conjecture is possible at present; yet the 
odds are that Britain will obtain all 
that she wishes. For neutrality the 
United States cares nothing at all. 
Neither her newspapers nor her states- 
men make any secret of their sympathy 
with Great Britain or of their frank 
hostility to the . totalitarian , nations. 
American feeling has revealed itself in a 
thousand ways—not merely in speeches and 
articles, but in such practical forms as the 
despatch of hundreds of aeroplanes to Great 
Britain and the promise of thousands, the 


gift of fifty destroyers, and the sale of an 
enormous quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion. So far Germany has borne these 
tokens of friendship to her enemy with a 
patient shrug, but the assurance of con- 
tinued and growing help to Great Britain 
would be a different matter. It remains 
to be seen how Herr Hitler ‘would accept 
the challenge—for a challenge it certainly 
would be. Would he concentrate his resources 
on a final, gigantic offensive against 
England before the American supplies 
would have had time to materialise, or 
would he abandon the attempt to take 
England by storm and direct his attention 
to other quarters? These are questions that 
nobody can answer. Quite as interesting a 
speculation is one that must be present in 
everybody’s mind: When, if ever, will the 
United States enter the war openly on the 
side of Great Britain? For ourselves, we 
think that her entry will be deferred until 
the last possible moment, since it is by 
no means certain that she would benefit 
either Great Britain or herself thereby. 
American man-power proved itself a 
decisive factor in the last Great War, 
but the conditions on this occasion are 
different in many respects. Britain’s need 
is not men, of whom she has abundance, 
but machines—ships, aeroplanes, muni- 
tions—and, so long as she can maintain 
the supply of machines, the prospect of 
her defeat is sufficiently remote. America 
can furnish her with them, and simul- 
taneously, as it appears, she can produce 
enough to arm her own growing forces. Is 
it by any means sure that a belligerent 
United States could keep up the necessary 
supply? We must remember that the 
United States would have to fight on two 
fronts; for Japan almost certainly would 
‘join up ” on the side of the Axis Powers 
if America should venture to upset the 
balance of the war. For the time being, . 
it looks as if America’s réle is to keep a 
watchful eye on the Japanese, to recreate 
her own weakened defences, and to act as 
an arsenal for Great Britain. Circum- 
stances may decree that she shall become 
an active belligerent, but the time, if we 
judge rightly. has not yet come. 


The Desert War 


General Sir Archibald Wavell’s offensive 
against the Italians in the Western Desert 
has been in progress for a week, and a 
remarkable measure of success has been 
achieved. Operations on the spot have 
been carried out under the direction of 
Lieutenant-General R. N. O’Connor, while 
the youthful Major-General Michael 
O’Moore Creagh has been responsible for 
the work of the armoured division, General 


O’Moore Creagh evidently took a leaf out 
of the Germans’ book. Nothing that was 


done by von Brauchitsch’s Panzer divi- 
sions in Northern France last summer was 
more brilliant than this officer’s handling 
of the British tanks and armoured cars in: 
the desert. The Italians, who were 
entrenched strongly in the neighbourhood 
of Sidi Barrani, were out-mancuvred 
completely.. They were surrounded and 
driven out of their positions in a few 
hours, and an engagement that for a time 
seemed to be little more than a desert raid 
en masse developed suddenly into a major 
battle—possibly, indeed, into one of the 
decisive battles of the war. The British 
forces—which included Indians as well as 
Australians and New Zealanders—carried 
everything before them. Not only did they 
force the Italians to evacuate positions 
that they had held for more than three 
months; they captured the entire stores vf 
food and oil that Marshal Graziani had 
amassed for his projected invasion of 
Egypt. According to all the military 
experts, the events of the last week in 
the Western Desert have put an end to 
Signor Mussolini’s designs on the Suez 
Canal. The British are operating far from 
their Egyptian bases; but it seems that 
General Wavell had prepared his plans 
with meticulous care, and has been at 
pains to ensure the security of his lines 
of communication. British headquarters 
claim to have taken some thirty thousand 
prisoners. Many of them, no doubt, are 
native troops; but some of the “‘ crack’ 
black-shirt battalions have been cut to 
pieces, and the dive-bombing’ tactics of the 
British Air Force—also an echo of the 
German tactics in France—have heightened 
the confusion of the Italian retreat. 
According to the latest despatches, British 
advance troops already have crossed the 
Libyan border—not, indeed, that political

If Fort Capuzzo has been captured, and 
can be held a heavy blow will have been 
struck at the Italian position in Libya; ' 
for it is the site of one of the very few 
first-class aerodromes in that part of the 
world, Without Capuzzo, Italy’s Air 
Force will be at a severe disadvantage. 
One of the features of the last week's 
campaign in the desert has been the 
efficient team-work between the British 
Army, the Navy and the Air Force. 
Marshal Graziani’s lines of communica- 
tion have been confined in practice to the 
well-built motor road that runs between 
Sidi Barrani and Tobruk, via Sollum and 
Bardia. This road hugs the coast 
throughout the hundred and twenty miles 
of its length, and it is peculiarly vulner- 
able to bombardment from the sea. Since 
the Taranto affair the British Fleet has 
been supreme in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, and Admiral’'Cunningham’s war- 
ships. have been shelling the Sidi Barrani- 
Tobruk road almost at their leisure. The 
British Air Force also has been active, 


has been harassed continuously, Whether 
or not General Wavell. will decide to 
follow up his success by an invasion into 
the heart of Libya remains to be seen. 
Expert opinion is inclined to the view 
that he will be content for some time to 
rest’ on his laurels, consolidating his 
positions inside the Libyan frontier, in the 
hope that the blow which has been struck 
at Italian prestige will be sufficient to 
exclude any further attempt by Marshal 
Graziani to attempt an invasion of Egypt. 
The principal object of British strategy 
probably is to isolate Marshal Graziani’s 
forces in North Africa, as well as those of 
the Duke of Aosta in Abyssinia and 
Eritrea. The problem of supplies from 
Italy must be growing more and more 
acute; and, although Marshal Graziani 
has large numbers of troops at his 
disposal in Libya, the joint activities 


of the British Fleet and: Air 
Force along the coast -must be 
causing him some anxiety. A decisive 


action hardly can be expected in the desert. 
Even if the Italian forces in Libya should 
be wiped out completely, the effect on the 
war in Europe would be relatively small; 
and, for that reason, the British High 
Command may decide for the immediate 
future to concentrate its efforts on the 
campaign in Albania, General Wavell’s 
offensive, undoubtedly, has been of great 
assistance to the Greeks, from the material, 
as well as from the psychological, point of 
view; but there is much still that can be 
done by the British to support the 
Albanian campaign. It is most unlikely 
that an attempt will be made to send a 
British Expeditionary Force from Egypt 
to Greece. Not only would such an enter- 
prise be hazardous in the extreme; but so 
far, at any rate, the Greeks have shown 
that they do not require purely military 
help. On the other hand, the British Navy 
and the Royal Air Force can. give them 
invaluable assistance. Already the bom- 
bardment from the air of Naples and other 
Italian ports has interfered seriously with 
Italian supplies for Albania. The all- 
important port of Valona, towards which 
the Greek forces are advancing steadily, 
is being ' plastered ” constantly by the 
British Air Force. Now that the threat 
against Egypt has been countered, naval 
and aerial aid for Greece may be increased 
substantially. 


As She is Spoke 


Apart from the war with Germany, there 
is another war in progress in England— 
the battle of the accents. The latest 
development in this “ war ”' is an announce- 
‘ment by Mr. Lockwood, the recently- 
appointed headmaster of Gainsborough 
Grammar School. Mr. Lockwood has 
declared that he intends to introduce the 
southern accent into the northern speech 
-of his pupils. The parents have agreed 
to allow Mr. Lockwood to try to change 
the accents of the children, with the proviso 
that the Lincolnshire accent must not be 
destroyed. The Lincolnshire accent is 
northern, and, if Mr. Lockwood intends 
to superimpose the southern accent, surely 
he cannot but destroy the Lincolnshire 
“Doric.” In all probability, not only 
will he spoil the Lincolnshire accent of 
the children, but he will make it impos- 
sible that they ever should speak 
naturally again, and he will in no way 
add anything to the English language. 
The English language always has been at 
its best when spoken and written in the 
local vernacular; the English of Shake- 
speare, no doubt, will be remembered long 
after the English of Noel Coward has been 
forgotten. Mr. Lockwood may be acting 
with @ more immediate object in view than 
the future of the English language, and 
it is possible that he believes that the new 
-accent will be a greater help to students 
when they come to look for jobs. Surely 
he is mistaken. There may be some 
employers who would be impressed by a 
* mock-Oxford "' accent, but not many, and 
even these employers would not hesitate 
to choose an applicant with a country 
accent if he should happen to be more 
efficient than the others. Even if Mr. 
Lockwood is actifig with the best intentions | 
in the world, it seems that he has taken 
too much upon ‘himself in this matter. 
Nobody will deny that the headmaster 
should have almost complete control over 
the student, over all branches of his 
‘studies, and not least over his pronuncia- 
tion ; but few would grant him the power 


just because he prefers one accent Ío | 
another: No doubt, there 
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the management of a school, but in a 
matter which interests the pupils and the 
parents so vitally the dictatorial powers of 
the headmaster should be somewhat curbed. 
There is always the possibility that after 
a short time Mr. Lockwood: may resign, 
and his place may be taken by a man who 
prefers the Scottish accent. If all masters 
were as dogmatic as Mr, Lockwood, then, 
presumably, the pupils would -have to 
forget all about the southern accent, and 


learn to speak in broad Scots.

RAID ON NAPLES 


A very heavy and successful raid was 
carried out by long-range bombers on Naples 
during the night. of December 14-15. Bombs 
burst on the jetty, to. which two battleships 
were moored, causing fires, which burnt for 
a considerable time. Five direct hits were 
made on a concentration of cruisers and de- 
stroyers, resulting in four large explosions. 
One of our aircraft dropped an entire bomb- 
load close to a battleship. At the same time 
the aerodrome was raided and fires were 
started. The railway station and junctions 
were attacked, resulting in three large ex- 
plosions, fallowed by a number of fires. All 
our aircraft returned safely. 
In Italian East Africa a night attack was 
made on Gura, bombs falling on the aero- 
drome hangars and near aircraft parked at 
one end of the aerodrome.

It has been widely appreciated that the_bill 
is not an insurance bill, but a compensation 
‘bill, No measure designed to make good a 
quite incalculable degree of war damage 
could be anything else, and the bill imposes, 
in fact, a new or increased tax on certain 
kinds of property, in order to form a fund | 
from which, with State assistance, if neces- 
sary,. compensation will be paid. 


udged from this point of view, and on the 
assumption which is universally held that 
compensation for war damage is desirable, it 
is difficult to see what other method than 
the increase of taxation under Schedule A 
could have been followed, There are obvious 
objections to this method—notably that the 
taxation is not, in fact, related to the liquid 
resources of the taxpayer, not necessarily 
related scientifically to the value of the pro- 
perty taxed.. But there are much stronger 
objections to any other form of tax, and, in 
particular, to any form which would involve 
a new, disputable, expensive and lengthy pro- 
cess of valuation. The conclusion is, there- 
fore, that though the new tax will ad- 
mittedly be a heavy burden in certain cases 
which cannot rank for exceptional treatment, 
it is the fairest and least cumbrous that 
could have been devised, and its amount is 
not excessive in return for an obligation to 
pay compensation in full. 

A study of the criticisms so far forth- 
coming, concludes Z'he TJ'imes, seems, there- 
fore, to show that. the bill is sound in prin- 
ciple, though the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
himself must be well aware that it will 
require amendment in detail. The imposition 
of new and selective taxation, amounting to

QUESTION OF 
ADEQUATE 
PROTECTION 


gs 
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THE question of how far property, 

which constitutes in some 
measure a danger to the public if not 
properly used, whether by ‘accident 
or otherwise, should be protected, is 
raised in considering the accident at 
Portobello Bridge, Dublin, on Satur- 
day night, when four people lost 
their lives. 

In that case, as was shown by the evidence 
at the inquest yesterday, a lock of seventy- 
eight feet long was protected by a wall 
for about half its length and by a railin 
for the other half. he car got out o 
control and crashed through the railings, 
thereby demonstrating the inadequacy of the 
structure as regards keeping out vehicles, even 
such light machines as an Austin ‘‘7.’’ 

At the inquest yesterday on the victims 
the representatives of the Grand Canal Com- 
pany stated that it was not incumbent on the 
company to put up any barrier, and that the 
wall in the case of Portobello Bridge . was 
built by the Corporation at the time the 
bridge was built. 


WHAT A WALK REVEALED 


A walk along the canal bank from Inchicore 
to Leeson Street Bridge reveals that the 
amount of —— against such an 
occurrence as Saturday night’s is negligible, 
the bank being for long stretches entirel 
devoid of anything we Fá than the cur 
which might tend to stop uncontrolled vehicles 
from running into the water. 
As was pointed out by the representatives 
of the company at the inquest on the victims 
of Saturday night’s accident, the cowling of 
the public lights takes away somewhat from 
the visibility along the canal banks, where 
the roads have never at any time been 
examples of perfect public lighting. 

Such bridges as have not been replaced b 
modern structures are bais áoihad, thoug 
the extent to which this might contribute 
added danger is hard to assess. At most of 
the locks in the city on the Grand Canal 
there is ‘little “or nó provision made for an 
eventuality such as occurred during the week- 
end. In some cases a hoarding extends along 
one side, but its use is for advertising, not 
protection; nevertheless, it blocks the way 
to the water, and would probably prove a 
fairly effective barrier if a vehicle struck it. 


THE PUBLIC ROAD 


The public road extends along the South 
side.of the canal for a distance of from one 
and a half to two miles, and on this stretch, 
from Charlemont Bridge to Inchicore, the 
only places where a wall appears between 
the roadway and the canal water are at 
the bridges, and here they are only a matter 
of about twenty yards long on the average. 
In cases where a side road runs at right 
angles on to the canal bank, as in the case 
of Mount Pleasant avenue, the only indica- 
tion of the fact that the road has ended is 
a traffic sign. In the case of Mount Pleasant 
avenue, two black and yellow posts with 
red triangles constitute the sign, and at 
Harcourt terrace, running between Adelaide 
road and the canal, a wooden barrier, painted 
black and white, has been erected on the 
canal bank. Under ordinary conditions of 
night driving these signs would indicate to 
a driver that he had to turn, but their effec- 
tiveness in foggy conditions must be left 
to the imagination. 

For a considerable stretch of the ¢anal 
also the bank is a steep slope, falling from 
eight to sixteen feet from the road level in 
the different places, and these slopes are 
buair steep at some of the locks. The 
ocks constitute the most dangerous parts of 
the canal, by reason of their depth, which 
is roughly fifteen feet from the lock side 
to the canal bottom, with about six feet 
of water, leaving nine feet between the sur- 
oo of the water and the coping of the lock- 
side. 


BARRIERS 


_In the event of anything of considerable 
size falling into a lock, mere as a motor car, 
a crane is necessary to raise it, as was de- 
monstrated on Saturday night last. It is not 
possible to dry the locx without the per- 
formance of a considerable engineering feat, 
and even by opening the gate of the next 
lock lower down the cana] the level in the 
-- lock is not very greatly affected. 

he only solution to the problem of ade- 
guate protection is barriers, especially at the 
locks: barriers sufficient to stop a car travel- 
ling at considerable speed. The danger is 
not so great on the ordinary stretches of the 
canal, where the water is quite shallow for 
a considerable distance from the margin. The 
dimensions of these: barriers would, it ap- 
pears, need to be considerable, because at 
the’ inquest yesterday an engineer of the 
company stated that a car had gone through 
a Sft. 6ins. wall into the canal on a former. 
occasion. 
Since the company claims that; there is no 
legal obligation on “them to erect these 
barriers, it appears that the onus of protect- 
ing citizens fron. the recurrence of Satur- 
lly tragedy rests on the Dublin Corpora- 
ion.

TEPELINI’S FALL

NEW snowstorms in the Albanian

Greek advance, but the latest report 
from the front mentioned the capture 
of important heights and more 
prisoners, says Associated Press in a 
telegram from Athens last night. 
Some of these engagements were said 


[to have been fought in snow three or 


four feet deep. Greek transport ser- 
vices have been functioning efficiently 
so far. 


FROST-BITE AND SICKNESS 


A prisoner indicated that the weather was 
seriously impeding Italian supply trains, and 
hundreds of Italians were out of action because 
of frost-bite and pnedmonia. Many prisoners 
had had no food for several days, and were 
entirely without ammunition. The Italians 
were said to have abandoned their heavy 
equipment, and even the wounded were in a 
difficult plight because of the snows. 

Daniel De Luce, Associated Press Corre- 
spondent with the Greek Army on the 
southern front, cabled that the Greeks were 
reported to have pushed forward their line 
on a snow-clad front running half the length 
of Albania. Italian reserves continued to be 
thrown into the scattered mountain battles, 
but reports from the. front pointed “to 
imminent Greek successes, possibly surpassing 
Koritza and Argyrokastro. 

The steady bombing of Valona Harbour 
hampered Italian efforts to disembark troops 
in. small boats two miles from the regular 
dock No Italian equipment is known to have 
been landed during the past few days. A 
continuous stream of Italian prisoners passed 
through Janina, and Sunday night’s arrivals 
included an entire battalion, with their 
chaplain. Some cheerfully went to work 
cleaning the Greek barracks. 

Some Greek regiments fought for three days 
and nights without rest before reinforcements 
and supplies reached them through the snows 


and ice. Greek volunteers from: [Istanbul 
have now reached the southern front, where 
they are keeping pace with the famed 


Evzones in an Arctic type of warfare. “The 
news of the British victories in Africa was 
discussed more even than the Greek gains.

At a arrange Ag the Mayo Board of Health 
on Saturday, Mr. J. Morahan, proposing the

Charles O'Malley, Westport, then placed a 
heavy motor trawler at their disposal, but, 
after battling desperately for four hours, it 
was unable to reach the island. On return to 
Westport there was a Marconigram for Mr. 
Flynn, informing him that his wife and baby 
had perished. The storm raged for several 
days. Mr. Flynn was unable to attend their 
funeral. He added that there was a Dudley 
nurse on the island, and frequently. when the 
medical officer went out he was marooned for 
days and once for a fortnight. If the Hos-

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NEED FOR PUBLIC 
DENTAL. SERVICE 


a Ahaihh 
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In his valedictory address at the annual 
general: meeting ofthe: Irish Dental Associa- 
tion held at. the Dental. Hospital, Dublin, on 
Friday last, Mr. J.J. Murphy (President) 
said that. the. members-.showed more 
enthusiasm in the:working of the Association 
daring ‘the past: year. Hé had hoped, when 
his- year. of office hegan, to see some scheme 
of public .dental service started, ‘either by 
the. Government or: the. National Health 
Insurance, . but postponements and delays 
had: forced this .very important matter into 
next year. He was afraid that it was hope- 
less to ask the Government or the Dublin 
Corporation to finance such a scheme. Very 
few. people realised that when the Corporation 
rates \were struck, 5s..10jd. in every pound 
was vallotted to public health, and that 
included the cost. of . the esent dental 
clinics in the Dublin area. These clinics fell 
considerably short of the number required 
to make the scheme efficient. The cost of 
more dental service could not be ‘undertaken 
by increasing thia portion of the rates which 
are already. very high. The only possible 
scheme: would be under the National Health 
Insurance., . This organisation had some 
funds. which they were willing to use for the 
purpose. ‘They also had a tentative scheme 
under consideration, and were willing to 
undertake such scheme as soon as the 
Government passed the bill giving them 
power to do s0.. 

Mr. Murphy added :—- 

-‘ The passing of the bill is most important 
for the health of the. country, and the 
Government should realise that teeth that 
were treated and saved for school children 
in. past years will now be Jost when there 
is no available dental scheme for those people 
who are in various occupations.”

Goldsmith has not been well served, on the 
whole, by his various biographers, said Mrs. 
Sheehy Skeffin on “last, night in her lecture 
before the Old Dublin. Society on “' Oliver 
Goldsmith, a Study.” The most sympathetic 
and understanding life of him was one by 
Mr. Stephen Gwynn,. himself an ‘‘Anglo- 
Irish writer. Goldsmith’s life, she said, was 
touched with the rural Ireland of his day. 
“'The Deserted Village,” “The Vicar of 
Wakefield” and ‘‘She Stoops to Conquer’”’ 
were all Irish through and through. Gold- 
smith’s economic philosophy in  “ The 
Traveller ’’ and ‘‘ The Deserted Village’’ was 
ahead: of our own times. He would have 
been happier in our own land if fate had 
permitted. He was called the ugly duckling 
of literature, and had to die to he 
appreciated. Dr. Johnson's epitaph in the 
Abbey was his best tribute: ‘‘ He touched 
nothing that he did not adorn.’’
